Further to my letter of December 8 concerning 
the above Day School, I have now received a communication from 
the Reverend Father Floch with regard to the lumber required. 

He states in part as follows: 
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"To get the lumber, we have to come to 
Grouard. The manager of a sawmill offers to us a special 
price; he will let us have the rough lumber at Grouard, 
43 miles from Whitefish L. for thirty dollars, a thousand 
feet; it seems they can be planed there quite cheap. 
No sawmill has been established on the Metis colony, 
as it was thought.

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"The freighting may be done quite easily 
from Grouard to Whitefieh Lake in winter; but the road 
ia so bad in summer that it is very expensive to carry 
some goods in summer, 


"So to build the school next spring or 
sumer, it is very important that the freight be done 
before April at least.”

Receipt is acknowledged of your letter of November 30, 1948, 
file 707-5 (E.I.) regarding the Atikameg Day School. 
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I visited this school on November 22nd. and found that all 
work which could be done with the material available vhad been fin- 
ished. The floor registers had not been installed owing to the 
fact that registers are not available. We put in a telephone call 
to. Edmonton in an endeavour to secure registers but none were av- 
ailable of the size desired. We also communicated with a plumbing 
supply firm in Peace River with similar results. At present we 
have an order for registers with a High Prairie welding firm but 
there has been a delay owing to lack of material. The only substit 
ute available is mink wire which Mr. J. A. Bluin, the carpenter, 
will put on when he goes to Atikameg on December 6th. 


Indian Affairs. 


The kitchen sink had not been installed because @ pipe thread- 
er was not available. Mr. Bluin will endeavour to bortow such a 


tool and instal the sink. 


Some of the hot air pipes that conneot the living quarters 
with the furnace were not available. We have attempted to get 
these pipes in High Prairie but they are not in stock here. Mr. 
Bluin will take measurements and we will have them made as soon 


as possible. 


The windows had not been put in the toilet as they too were 
not shipped from Edmonton. The air vents and urinal were not put 
in but Mr. Bluin has promised to do this work during the week of 
December 6th. 


All except three or four of the desks were 
1 at the school 
November 22nd. A few of the desks had been damaged in transit es 
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Page two. 


‘tat I believe that Father Flocth will arrange for repairs. 


The storm windows had not been put on the pbuilding as they 
had not yet arrived in Atikameg. 


On December let. we arranged with a truck driver to have the 
storm windows taken to the schéol. The remaining desks were to 
be taken in at that time also. 


I believe that all the furnishings for the residential part 
of the building will have arrived at Atikemeg at this date. 
Nov. 22nd. the kitchen stove had not yet arrived owing to the fact 
that it was shipped C.0.D. to Enilda, The station agent at Enilda 
wrote to Simpson's of neuen and asked to have the stove released 
at that was not done. We sent & telegram from this office and 
asked that the stove be released tut no answer arrived. Rev, Fath- 
er Téesier of Grouard secured the stove by giving & personal che— 
que. It has now gone to Atikameg but 4e much too small for prep— 
aration of a noon meal for school children. 


Mr. Bluin estimates that it will cost approximately $200.00 
to finish the school. I believe that amount will pe sufficient 
although the cost of floor registers will be high. 


In a telephone conversation today Rev. Father Beuglet of Mo- 
Lennan told me that the Atikameg Day School was to open on Monday, 
November 290th. I might add that the delay seems to have been mainl 
the result of shortage of building materials

The weather became very severe 
at that time so that Mr. Bluin did not mike the trip.

On January Sth Mr. Bluin went to Atikameg 
by truck to continue work on the school. He was accompanied 
by Brother Bosse, 2% tinsaith and carpenter from the Grouard 
“Mission. I went to Atikameg at that time also in the Agency 
car. 


The following information was given to me 
today by Brother Boss¢: 

Mr. Bluin and Brother Boss¢ installed the 
floor registers and fitted the storm windows. They attempted 
to complete connections to the sink but some of the fittings 
were missing. The hot air connections to the living quarters 
are not complete but the living quarters are sufficiently 
warm even in sub-zero temperatures. One hot air elbow leading 
to the classroom wasbf very light material and is damaged 
pveyond repair. A substitute elbow my be found at Grovuard 
and sent to Atikameg. The air vents and urinal have not been 
installed in the toilets. 


The attached letter lists some work which, 
should be done on the school puilding. All the improvemen 
which are requested by the Reverend Mother Superior are 
necessary and I recommend that the worl be done as soon as 


er insu F¥cien! 


possible. At present there is no‘*storage space in the class- ‘

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r r If shelves with sliding doors were built under the 
large windows the storage problem would be partially solved. 
The warehouse to which Reverend Mother Superior refers 

is the building in which the cement and other building 
materials were stored. The cement wag piled on one side 

with the result that the floor joists are broken. At present 
snow blows through the broken floor so the puilding is not 
suitable for storage. 
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All the furniture for the schoolfias arrived 
at Atikameg. Included in the shipment were two couches 
(chesterfields) and two buffets. One of each is sufficient 
in the smll quarters. Reverend Mother Superior is waiting 
for instructions as to the disposition of the extra couch 
and buffet for which there is insufficient storage space. 
Some parts of the broken desks are in the office here. 
When 2 capable workmn is found the desks will be repaired 
and returned to Atikameg. At present there are sufficient 
desks for the pupils enrolled.

The attached voucher No. 933 (131) was sub- 
mitted by the former Superintendent, Mr. Landry, to account 
for advaices forwarded to him in connection with the con- 
struction of the Atikameg Day school. The Treasury branch 
has asked that this voucher be returned for clarification 
and revision if necessary. 


They point out the following: 


(1) For the week ending Tuly 10th the Agent wrote one 
cheque to J.A. Blouin. For the second and third 
and fourth names there is no evidence that Blouin 
paid out this money. Please obtain this inform- 
ation. 


(2)Deductions have been made for income tax and un- 
employment insurance but no indication is given 
as to what disposal wus made of the money. The 
former Agent has not submitted an accounting for 
either employer's or employees’ share of unem- 
ployment insurance. 


For the week of July 17th it would appear that the 
net amount required was handed to the foreman but 
there is no receipt from the persons whom the fore- 
man paid. 


The same applies to the rest of the credit vouchers. 
To be complete, the credit voucher should contain 
receipts for all payments made, 
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The income tax deductions should be forwarded to 
the lncome Tax Department by cheque. If this has 
already been done, we would like to know the cheque 


number, amount and date. 


The same applies to both the employer's and employees’ 
share of the unemployment insurance.

Receipt is acknowledged of your letter of November 30, 1948, 
file 707-5 (E.1I.) regarding the Atikameg Day School. 


I visited this school on November 22nd. and found that all 
work which could be done with the material available had been fin- 
ished. The floor registers had not been installed owing to the 
fact that registers are not available. We put in a telephone call 
to Edmonton in an endeavour to secure registers but none were av- 
ailable of the size desired. We also com~unicated with a plumbing 
supply firm in Peace River with similar results. At present we 
have an order for registers with a High Prairie welding firm but 
there has been a delay owing to lack of material. The only substit 
ute available is mink wire which Mr. J. A. Bluin, the carpenter, 
will put on when he goes to Atikameg on December 6th. 


The kitchen sink had not been installed because a pipe thread- 


er was not available. Mr. Bluin will endeavour to bottfow such a 
tool and instal the sink. 

Some of the hot air pipes that connect the living quarters 
with the furnace were not available. We have attempted to get 


these pipes in High Prairie but they are not in stock here. Mr. 
Bluin will take measurements and we will have them made as soon 


as possible. 


The windows had not been put in the toilet as they too were 
not shipped from Edmonton. The air vents and urinal were not put 
in but Mr. Bluin has promised to do this work during the week of 
December 6th. 


All except three or four of the desks were

The storm windows had not been put on the building as they 
had not yet arrived in Atikameg. 


On December lst. we arranged with a truck driver to have the 
storm windows taken to the schéol. The remaining desks were to 
be taken in at that time also. 


I believe that all the syratehings for the residential part 
of the building will have arrived at Atikemeg at this date. On 
Nov. 22nd. the kitchen stove had not yet arrived owing to the fact 
that it was shipped 0.0.D. to Enilda. The station agent at Enilda 
wrote to Simpson's of Regina and asked to have the stove released 
but that was not done. e sent & telegram from this office and 
asked that the stove be released but no answer arrived. Rev, Fath- 
er Téssier of Grouard secured the stove by giving & personal che- 
que. It has now gone to Atikameg but is much too small for prep- 
aration of a noon meal for school children. 


Mr. Bluin estimates that it will cost approximately $200.00 
to finish the school. I believe that amount will be sufficient 
although the cost of floor registers will be high. 


In a telephone conversation today Rev. Father Beuglet of Mo- 
Lennan told me that the Atikameg Day School was to open on Monday, 


November 29th. I might add that the delay seems to have been mainl 
the result of shortage of building materials

Contrary to the statement in my letter of 
December 4th,Mr. Bluin, the carpenter, did not go to 
Atikameg on December 6th. The weather became very severe 


at that time so that Mr. Bluin did not make the trip. 


On January Sth Mr. Bluin went to Atikameg 
by truck to cor nue work on the school. He was accompanied 
by Brother Bosse, a tinsaith ana carpenter from the Grouard 
Mission. I went to Atikameg at that time also in the Agency 

ar. 

The following information was given to me 


today by Brother Bossé: 
Mr. Bluin and Brother Bossé installed the 
floor registers and fitted the storm windows. They attempted 


to complete connections to the sink but some of the fittings 
were missing. The hot air connections to the living quarters 
are not complete but the living quarters are sufficiently 
warm even in sub-zero temperatures. One hot air elbow leading 
to the classroom wasbf very light mterial and is damaged 
beyond repair. A substitute elbow my be found at Grouard 
and sent to Atikameg. The sir vents and urinal have not been 


installed in the toilets. 


The attached letter lists some work which 
should be done on the school building. All the improvemen 
which are requested by the Reverend Mother Superior are

necessary and I recommend that the work be done as soon & 
er insufficient 


possible. At present there is no*storage space in the class- » 
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. If shelves with sliding doors were built under the 
large windows the storage problem would be partially solved. 
The warehouse to which Reverend Mother Superior refers 

is the building in which the cement and other building 
materials were stored. The cement was piled on one side 

with the result that the floor joists are proken. At present 
snow blows through the broken floor so the pbuilding is not 


suitable for storage.

by March 31st. He is also aware of the fact that the roads 
to Atikameg are much more passable in the winter than during 
the spring and summer. At present the temperature is above

Kept together by the free mid -day meal and that the 
pupils are making very little progress, Mrs, Howard 
lost the confidence, to an extent at least, of the 
Indians when she married Mr,Howarmi. I have hearmd that 
one of her girls very frequently has charge of the 
classes, in fact think I heard that she asked the 


Department to have her daughter employed as assistant, 
In one of my reports I suggested that Mre, Howard 


should keep a recom showing the time the children 
arrived at the school each morning and also the hour 
of departure. I suspected that some of the pupils 
barely arrived in time for the mid-day lunch. No 
action was tsken, as far as I leamed, on the sugges 
tion referred to.

My candid opinion is, that the operation of the 
Day sthools here is a farce. Since the opening of the Day 
schools, it has been a very hard matter to secure pupils 
for the Industrial schools as the attendance of the 
children at the Day schools furnishes the parents with 
@ good excuse in refusing to send their children te an 
Industrial school. 

In regard to securing a good attendance by 
Giving the children a hot mid-day meal and clothing, I 


might say that I beliewe it to be quite true. 

It appears to me that in some cases, the children 
attend school fairly regular, not so much for the purpose 
of learning as from a desire to eat, and I would therefore 
respectfully recommend that the furnishing of the mid-day 


meals be discontinued.

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__ (2) Where there are special circumstances which in the judgment of the Minister 
Minister of Labour make it expedient that he should do so, he may decide what bp! 
are the current or fair and reasonable rates of wages for overtime, and what is disputes. 
the proper classification of any work for the purposes of wages and hours. 
Immediately upon receipt of notice of any decision of the Minister of Labour 
hereunder the Contractor shall adjust the wage- and hours and classification of 
work so as to give effect to such decision. In case the Contractor shall fail so 
to do, or fail at any time to pay to any employee or employees for any services 
performed or for any hours of labour wages according to the rates set forth in the 
schedule or fixed therefor by the Minister of Labour hereunder regarding over- 
time and classification, the Minister of Labour may authorize and direct the 
Minister to pay any such wages at the rates so fixed and to deduct the amount 
thereof from any moneys owing by the Government to the Contractor and any 
such payment shall for all purposes as between the Contractor and the Govern- 
ment be deemed and taken to be payment to the Contractor, and the Contractor 
shall be bound in every particular by any such authority, direction and payment 
as aforesaid. ‘ 

(3) For the protection of the workmen employed, the Contractor shall post me 
and keep posted in a conspicuous place on the premises where the contract is 
being executed, occupied or frequented by the workmen, the Schedule inserted in 
this contract, also the preceding paragraph (2) and any decision of the Minister 
of Labour made thereunder. 

(4) The Contractor shall keep proper books and records showing the names, Books, ete., of 
trades, and addresses of all workmen in his employ and the wages paid to and by 
time worked by such workmen, and the books or documents containing such inspection. 
record shall be open for inspection by the Fair Wages Officers of the Government 
at any time it may be expedient to the Minister of Labour to have the same 
inspected. 

(5) The Contractor shall not be entitled to payment of any money which roma 
would otherwise be payable under the terms of the contract in respect of work tabour etc. 
and labour performed in the execution of the contract unless and until he shall 
have filed with the Minister in support of his claim for payment a statement 
attested by statutory declaration, showing: (1) the rates of wages and hours 
of labour of the various classes of workmen employed in the execution of the 
contract; (2) whether any wages in respect of the said work and labour remain 
in arrears; and (3) that all the labour conditions of the contract have been duly 
complied with; nor in the event of notice from the Minister of Labour of claims 
for wages, until the same are adjusted. The Contractor shall also from time to 
time furnish the Minister such further detailed information and evidence as the 
Minister may deem necessary in order to satisfy him that the conditions herein 
contained to secure the payment of fair wages have been complied with, and that 
the workmen so employed as aforesaid upon the portion of the work in respect 
of which payment is demanded have been paid in full. 

(6) In the event of default being made in payment of any money owing Power to pay 
in respect of wages of any workmen employed on the said work and if a claim jaeseay 
therefor is filed in the office of the Minister and proof thereof satisfactory to the payment by 
Minister is furnished, the said Minister may pay such claim out of the moneys ‘™tetor. 
at any time payable by His Majesty under said contract and the amounts so 
paid shall be deemed payments to the Contractor. 

(7) These conditions shall extend and apply to moneys payable for the use 
or hire of horses or teams, and the persons entitled to payments for the use or 
hire of horses or teams shall have the like rights in respect of moneys so owing 
them as if such moneys were payable to them in respect of wages. 

(8) With a view to the avoidance of any abtises which might arise from subletting, 
the subletting of contracts it shall be understood that subletting, other than 
such as may be customary in the trades concerned, is prohibited unless the 
approval of the Minister is obtained; subcontractors shall be bound in all cases 
to conform to the conditions of the main contract, and the main contractor 
shall be held responsible for strict adherence to all contract conditions on the 
part of subcontractor; the contract shall not, nor shall any portion thereof be 
transferred without the written permission of the Minister; no portion of the 
work to be performed shall be done at the homes of the workmen. 

(9) All workmen employed upon the work comprehended in and to be Workmen to 
executed pursuant to the said contract shall be residents of Canada, unless the byaskient® 
Minister is of opinion that Canadian labour is not available or that other special 
circumstances exist which render it contrary to the public interest to enforce 
this provision,

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We heve at the moment before Council a 
recommendation to create the 5,000-acre block into an 
Indian Reserve to be known as Bighorn Indian Reserve No. 144A 
and expect the Order in Council within the next day or two. 
As soon as the Order in Council is received, this Service 
is sending forward ea recommendation to the Minister to set 
aside approximately fifty acres at the location marked by 
you as @ school site and as a site for administrative 
buildings to serve the Reserve. 


I discussed this with Mr. Hoey and we agreed 
that in setting aside the area for administrative purposes 
we should make it large enough so that we could control 
enough property to prevent Indian housing from encroaching 
too closely to the administrative buildings. We also made 
it large in order to ensure that we have control within 
the Branch of the exact building site ultimately selected. 


As soon as this authorization is received 
from the Minister, we will forward you a copy for record 
purposes. In the meantime I am enclosing copy of the draft 
of the Minister's order which we propose to ask him for 
@s soon as the Order in Council setting up the Reserve is 
received here. 
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We are returning herewith Mr. Mills' 
report with attachments and photographs, end appreciate 
having hed the opportunity to look them over.
